lative branches could harmonize on 
wise compromises which would be sat- 
isfactory to all and for the best inter- 
ests wf the national welfare. 
Doesn't Fear “ Crippling.” 

Notwithstanding action in the house 
committees.to appropriate for an army 
of only 115,000 men and the plan to 
cut the navy personnel to 60,000, Mr. 
'Harding thinks that there will be some 
modifications upward before this legis- 
lation is concluded. 

The President will stand for further 
reduction in the army enlisted person- 
nel, but not below 130,000. The enlisted 
personnel of the navy, he thinks, 
should be somewhere between 80,000 
and 100,000, but under no circum- 
stances below 80,000.

The governor, who had unexpectedly 
arrived earlier in the day, had juct 
concluded a conference with James 
Hepburn, county attorney, relative to 
appearing before the grand jury to 
testify in connection with the failure 
of the Bank of Commerce of Okmulgee, 

As the governor walked from the 
private office of Hepburn into the out- 
er office, Mr. Hepburn turned to W. H. 
Crume of this city and asked him to 
“introduce the governor to the boys.” 


Run Into an Angry Man. 


The governor shook hands with sev- 
eral men and they came to Lyons, who 
is president of the Lyons Petroleum 
company, a direotor of the Guaranty 
State bank when it was merged with 
the Bank of Commerce, and president 
of the depositors’ organization formed 
after the failure of the latter. 

“I want you to meet the governor, 
Mr. Lyons,” Mr. Crume said. 

“I wouldn't shake hands with the 
——.,” said Lyons, according to Crume. 

The governor then attempted to 
strike at Lyons with his right fist, 
according to a statement made later 
by both the governor and Lyons, and 
they were exchanging blows and strug- 
gling to free themselves from the 
grasp of spectators. 

Declares He Is Fearless. 

Gov. Robertson attempted to remove 
his overcoat. 

“Let me go,” he cried, “I am a man 
and I can't be bluffed physically, le- 
gally or any other way.” 

Officers formed a guard around the 
governor and forced their way through 
the surging crowds out of the office 


and to the third floor of the court 


house. 

Mr. Lyons issued this statement: 

“I have utter disrespect for Rob- 
ertson as governor of Oklahoma and 
supreme contempt for him as a man.

FRAUD CHARGES'

Those indicted are James H. Walden, 
president of the Chicago Railway 
Printing company and owner of the 
Walden Typesetting company, and 
John H. Palmer, 39 East Elm street. 


_ Perjury Is Charged. 

Mr. Walden is charged with perjury 
in connection with the filing of his 
‘ corporate and personal returns and 
with evading taxes aggregating ap- 
proximately $200,000. He is alleged 
to have concealed his true revenue in 
his expense account and to have 
juggled’ accounts in his books. 
During the: years »1919 and 1920 he 
evaded paymtnt of $100,000 each year, 
according to the bill. 

Palmer ‘is. charged. with failing to 
pay tax on $16,314 income which he is 
said to have received from the R. M. 
Eddy Foundry company in 1919 while 
he was a member of the board of 
claims of the United States ordnance 
division. . He also was indicted for 

perjury. 

Investigators of the .department of 
justice said that at the time of this 
“payment to Palmer the R.-M. Eddy 
Foundry company had pending before 
the board of claims a claim for $640,000 
for loss to equipment and building, 
caused by thé war. Palmer was one 
of the men sent ‘to adjust the claim, 
according to government agents, and 
was paid the money while there. 

Mr. Palmer refused to explain the 
item, the government charges. . 

Evidence Against Many. 

George N. Murdock, special attor- 
ney for the bureau of internal revenue, 
said he had evidence against a large 
number of ‘Chicago individuals and 
corporations which he intended to pre- 
sent to the grand jury at the earliest 
possible time. _. 

Mr. Murdock and Joseph A. Tatro, 
special agent of the intelligence unit 
of the internal revenue department, 
have been working for more than a 


year on the cases of Walden and Pal- 


mer.. 

The grand jury also returned an in- 
dictment against Charles A. Trachman 
and David Harris, proprietors of the 
Hartrack Chemical company, 1714 
charging them 
with attempting to bribe Mr. Tatro 
not to disclose irregularities he said 
he found in the books of the com- 
pany.

If the United States intended to have “ incompara-

The alliance would have been renewed. That 
would have been economy and common sense. 
if it had been renewed there could not have been 
any peace agreements in Washington. There 
could not have been any limitation of naval 
strength if two of the navies were combined. In- 
stead of combinations and agreements for peace 
involving all the nations interested in the Pacific 
there would have been a combination of two na- 
tions for war. 

Instead of a period of peace virtually guarans 


‘alliance with Great Britain before any plan of 
ejection of Americans in the far Pacific could have 
ite best guaranty of success. If the British posi- 
tion were even uncertain the Japanese, whatever 
their plans, mig&t have hesitated, fearing that the 
opinion in British dominions and the instincts of 
the British democracy might make trouble.

howe REVISED BONUS PLAN: 

Efforts of members of the house ways and means 
committee to devise a bill which will provide the 
adjusted compensation required in justice to the 
soldiers without defeating, through consequent de- 
pressive burdens on business and industry, the 
ends sought have resulted in a new plan. . In brief, 
it is to give cash bonuses only to those entitled to 
$50 or less, a total estimated at $16,000,000. ‘Those 
having greater claims upon the country for more 
extensive services would be paid with certificates 
drawing compdund Interest and spreading the de 
mand on the government over twenty years. 

There is one point in favor of this plan. Exam- 
ination of half a dozen magazines and as many 
newspapers which are opposing the bonus reveals 
unanimity on one argument. It is that the de 
pressive effect of high taxes believed necessary to 
| finance the entire bonus on a cash basis would do 
even the soldiers more harm than good by checking 
the revival of industry, keeping the jobless out of 
jobs, and perhaps throwing some who are now 
working onto the street. That appears to us to 
be a specious argument, but it is popular among 
opponents of the bill. The certificate plan sug- 
gested would destroy that argument, even if it did 
not check opposition. 

Under the certificate plan the total cost is esti- 

mated at $5,000,000,000. Spread over twenty years 
that would mean an averagé annual cost of $2650,- 
000,000 a year. That is a large sum, but it is less 
than 7 per cent of the estimated government ex- 
penditures for 1923. Certainly such an increase 
in the fixed charges against the government will 
not be any crushing burden upon industry, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that more than six 
times that amount has already been cut from the 
appropriations as estimated by a Democratic ad- 
ministration for 1922. We can pay this bonus and 
continue without a‘ financial tremor. That dis- 
poses of the chief argument of the opposition. 
The chief remaining point of interest in the new 
proposal therefore is its Jpstice to the men. They 
are the ones for whose benefit it is devised. The 
whole purpose of the bonus agitation is to pro- 
vide a square deal from the government to. its 
defenders. If the new suggestion, under which 
those in immediate need could borrow half the 
face value of their certificates and others could 
reap the benefit of a gilt edged security with com- 
pound interest, is satisfactory to the soldiers and 
to the Legion, no one éise should complain.

If then we cannot obtain a general conference, 
a meeting of the Illinois miners with the Illinois 
operators appears to be better than nothing. If 
it results in a separate agreement in Illinois and 
breaks up the unity of operators in the central 
competitive field, the operators who have dis- 
sented will have only themselves to blame. If 
it puts mining in Illinois on an economic competi- 
tive basis, we believe the miners, the operators, 
and the public will have less to regret than they 
would if the issue were &llowed to drift along to 
a strike. 

Illinois has an excellent grade of bitumfnous 
coal. Many of its mines are equipped to pro- 
duce coal by the most economical methods yet 
devised. With a reasonable adjustment of wages 
in comparison with those of other states, many 
of our mines can produce at a profit, even with 
the cost of coal averaging much lower than it 
does today. If the business is settled on that basis 
in Illinois our miners as a whole will find them- 
selves able to make more money in a year at 
lower wages than they now make at high wages. 
This will be certain in the better grade of mines. 
The poorer mines may close. That will be hard 
luck for their owners and for the miners they 
might normally employ, but it ts the natura] eco- 
nomic development. And the public in general. 
will benefit.

REVIVING AN OLD QUESTION.

Twelve years ago, after a bitter congressional dis- 
cussion, President Taft succeeded in convincing the 
people of the United States that a treaty of re 
ity with Canada would be desirable and comm! 
sioners representing the two countries came to a rea- 
sonable agreement. Then Canadians, under the infiu- 
ence of certain unwise and selfish local interests, 
were persuaded to reject the whole proposal in a 
popular election on the ground that it implied some 
ulterior designs on our part that might make against 
Canadian independence. 

Now a finance minister of the new Canadian gov- 
ernment, who was in office when the old rectprocity 
agreement was negotiated and who aided in framing 
it, comes to the United States, and it is rumored that 
his visit is intended to prepare the way for a new | 
reciprocity agreement. It is deeply to be regretted 
that the progress of ‘liberalism in Canada should | 
have coincided with reaction in the United States, 
and that there should be in power in the various 
conimittees in Washington some of the most narrow 
minded tariff autocrats who have ever had the fram- 
ing of legislation. 

The people of the United States undoubtedly want 
better and closer commercial! relations with Canada. 
Twelve years’ experience in friendly trade has large- 
ly eradicated the mutual suspicion which was so 
skillfully spread abroad at the time of the last 
reciprocity discussion. Canada is one of our. very 
best customers and needs our market as badly as 
we need hers. The President could do nothing bet- 
ter than to rénew the work of his predecessor, Mr.

Furthermore, since the disorder gen- 
erally develops in young people, the dura- 
tion of care is long, and, finally, in the 
opinion of Dr. Hickson and other crimi- 
nologists, a large proportion of the young 
criminals free to prey on society when

Which children are Mable to develop 
the disorder? 
Dr, W. L. Patterson of Fergus Falls, 
Minn., says heredity is a factor. Ninety 
! per cent of the cases showed a hereditary 
taint. In 64 per cent of the cases. the 
stock had cases of mental disorders; and 
nervous diseases and alcoholism came 
second and third, respectively. 

Dr. Kilborne said he thought ft for- 
tunate that dementia precox developed 
early in life, since it prevented so many 
of the subjects from marrying and beget- 
ting large families, many of whom would 
develop the mental] disorder. 

Some children develop deinentia precox 
as early as 6 years of age, but the rule is 
that the disorder does not become definite 
until the period of puberty, or ado- 
lescence, or after. 

The children who are very liable to 
develop the disorder at this critical 


|} period of life have been remarked as 


being out of the ordinary since they first 
got old enough to play with other chil- 
dren. f 

Dr. Land said of the earlier years o 
life of these children: : 

“They are the “shut-in personalities. 
They are poor social mixers, the day- 
dreamers. They are occasionally bril- 
liant, but as a rule they are not.” 

The general tendency towards dementia 
precox can be traced back to long stand- 
ing defects. Such are: Inability to adjust 
the little situations of life, recourse to 
daydreams, and varioys kinds of flight 
from reality.

Dr. Land thinks that early recognition 
of the meaning of these qualities of 
mind and training based on such recogni- 
tion would prevent some from becoming 
insane, and would make it possible for 
others to get on in the world, even 
though insane. 
Adolph Meyer says: “ We find, over 
and over, an account of exemplary child- 
hood, but a gradual change during ado- 
lescence. Close investigation shows, how- 
ever, that the exemplary child often was 
exemplary under a rather inadequate

BEES ARE IN “BREAD LINE,’ APIARIST SAYS. | 


has geen generally mild, there is 

danger of bees suffering for foody 

before @arm weather. Old time 
bee men say that amateurs are often 
misled about the condition of their 
bees when winters are mild. In some 
parts of the middle west the weather 
has been warm enough for the bees to 
come,out and fly on warm days. j 
Thé greatest danger of bees starving 
to death before there is any food to be 
gathered is in the apiaries away from 
the lake, where it has been warm 
enough for them to be active during 
the winter. Over in Indiana bee men 
are finding their colonies already in 


[' spite of the fact that the winter 


In the Hoosier state hundreds of 
colonies of bees gre now in the 
“bread line,” according to Prof. W. A. 
Price of Purdue. He says that feeding 
will be necessary to save many of the 
colonies. This condition is no doubt 
true in many cases among the apiaries 
in Illinois, Missouri and Iowa where 
the weather has been generally mild. 


This means that bees, in many cases, 
need to be fed, either honey or sirup; 
the latter made of two parts sugar 
an@ one of water. Around Chicago 
this danger is probably not so great 
and if bees started into the winter 
with 40 or 50 pounds of honey they 
still are safe.

Dress on $87.55 a 
Year? Can’t Be 
aie Déne, Say Girls 


Topeka, Kas., March 3.—* Let’s see 
those bargains,” was the rallying cry 
of 300 Topeka working girls who in- 
vaded two dry goods stores. 

They asked to see the articles that 
could be purchased at the prices listed 
in a budget giving a total of $87.55 as 
the amount declared a “reasonable 
outlay for clothes for a year” by a 
head saleswoman in one of the stores 
testifying before the Kansas industrial 
court, which is hearing evidence con- 
cerning the cost of living in order to 
fix a new minimum wage for working 
girls. 

_ The girls swarmed on the streets at 
5 o’clock from railroad offices, facto- 
Ties, and shops. 

“What! $87.55 a year for clothes! 
Let’s go and see those clothes!” The 
word spread and groups consolidated. 
They headed straight for the store 
where the saleswoman who had pre- 
pared the offending budget was em- 
ployed. They entered the store in a 
long column and grouped around the 
counter where the “25 cent” lisle 
stockings listed in the. budget were 
kept. 

A half frightened salesgir] produced 
the stockings...“ Bah! Who would wear 
those things?” a girl demanded as she 
snatched the offending stockings and 
dashed them on the floor. 

They were curious#to see the $30 
suit that would wear three years, the 
$1 corset, and the $7 dress listed in 
the budget. They viewed the articles 
with scathing comment. 

The saleswoman who had prepared
